JOHN 6. WARWICK DEAD.
The Sucosssor to Major McKinley In Con-
gress Dorsn't Live Through His Term-—
Interesting Sketch of & Truly Seif-Muds
Man.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 —John G. War-
wick, Representative in Congress from the
Sixteenth distriet of Ohio, died at his
rooms in the Riggs House, in
shis ecity, sbont 9 o'clock to-night
He was serving his fint term in

Congress as the successor of Major MoKin-
ley, whom he defeated atter one of the most
memorable and bitterly euntested campaigns
in the history of Ohio politics.

Mrs. Warwick, who was spendiong s few
weeks at Atlantic City, was telegraphed for
last Friday, as was slso the son, W. K. L.
Warwick, at Maasillon, and both were at

his bedside at the last  Sergeant-at-
Arms Yoder has charge of the fu-
nera! srrangements, and selected
Senators Brice and Hill on behall of

the Senate, and Representatives Donovan,
of Ohio, Caruth,of Kentucky, Hurd, of Mis-
souri,and Bynum,of Indiana, on the part of
the House as honorary pall bearers. The fun-
eral train will leave here at 7:40 o’clock to-
morrow evening, and arrive at Massillon at
11 o'clock Tuesdsy morning. The funeral
services will be held in the Episcopal

John G. Warwick was born in Ireland in
1831, and came vo this onuntry a poor, friend-
less boy.

He be-
gan  his publio career ns modestl
and naturally as he started in b
ness, He lved in Massillon, and be-
came & member Arst of its Common Council,
and afterward of its Board of Edoeation.
He was unsuccessful when he sought e wider
political fleld, und was noteven able to secure
the nominntion for Congress which he sought
in 1879, He was, however, an active and
usefui imember of the Democratic State Cen-
